DEFECTIVES. 


A- woman who had been examined in the psycho- 
pathic laboratory and discovered to be a mental de- 
fective with murderous possibilities has murdered 
a 3 year old girl and has killed herself. She killed 
herself because her crime was found out. She had 
tried to hide it, and, if she had hid it, would be 
ag large today with her murderous insanity. 

The woman’s husband and her two children also 
were examined, and also were discovered to be 
defective, with the same range of emotional possi- 
bilities as the woman had. Two defectives had 
married and had begotten defectives. 

These facts had been ascertained by the public 
officials, and it was noted in the official records that 
murder might be expected from the operation of 
such mentalities and such.emotions, but the com- 
munity merely discovered a danger, and nota safe- 
guard. - |

for generations, and the defective and criminal] de- 
scendants of an imbecile pair have been found by 
hundreds. 

After stich a crime as the city has just discov- 
ered, people ask what can be done about it. Some 
of the authorities want to sequestrate all persons 
who are revealed by tests to be so impaired that 
their decisions and impulses will or may lead to 
crime. 

We thought we had provided for this tn the 
insane asylums, but they are the custodial instru- 
ments of a bygone time. What is known as a de- 
mentia precox case might stand a sanity test be- 
fore the County court if he and his friends vigor- 
ously defended his right to freedom. 

The community hesitates to authorize any official 
body to sequestrate because of deviations from fixed 
standards of mentality and emotions. Instinctively 
it fears to confer such duthority. It does not know 


to accept the judgment of the psychiatrist. The 
alternative is permitting society to take its chances 
with its dangerous elements. 

We commonly agree that defectives ought not to 
be allowed to breed, but, they are permitted to. 
“Margaret Jukes” had 1,200 descendants, 709 of 
whom were traced, and most of them were in jails, 
asylums, penitentiaries, and almshouses. Nearly 
all were sexually unbalanced. They are allowed to 
breed, and, if sterilization is proposed, society, 
knowing that it cannot oppose rationally, never- 
theless flinches instinctively.

economy. When they seek political domination of 
the lands with which they should trade, they seek 
unfair advantage. 

Briefly, it comes to this: Japan desires to settle 
only in the most productive and temperate regions 
where competition will be negligible. It seeks only 
to exploit in other regions where it can make com- 
petition negligible by political domination. That 
is the Japanese foreign policy. Let the statesmen 
now conferring in Washington keep that in mind. 
If Japan is willing to become a commercial and 
industrial nation by legitimate competitive trading 
methods, they should assist and encourage her. 
Further than that they should not and cannot 
safely go. 


DISINTEGRATION IN 
EUROPE. 


Serious rioting is reported from Vienna. A few 
days ago revolutionary outbreaks in Portuga! be- 
came so serious that the French, Italian, and 

Spanish governments were considering interven- 
tion. From Amsterdam comes news that the 
Dutch government has had to take drastic meas- 
ures to prevent Communist outrages in Holland. 

These are reminders of the very unstable equilib- 
rium of Europe today, but the case of Vienna’ is 
especially significant. Vienna is crying for bread. 
It escaped bolshevism because the level of intelli- 
gence of the Viennese is very high. But an empty 
stomach is the greatest of revolutionaries, and the 
long suffering Austrian people will not die without 
a struggle. 


The fate of Austria is one of the chief exhibits 
in the overwhelming case against the so-called 
peace of Paris. It is not only a reproach to the 
humanity of the victors but a demonstration of 
the folly of their statecraft. It is a warning, as 
all Europe—smoldering Europe—is a warning that 
the treaties imposed by the great powers, with the 
compliance of the American representative, are 
unworkable and persistently mischievous. There 
will be no peace, there will be no secure advance 
until they are revised or replaced by conditions 
which make economic restoration possible. 

Revenge and foolish ambition are imperiling the 
whole fabric of European society, and there are 
very few signs of any intelligent realization of this 
fact among its governments or its peoples. Amer- 
ica is solemnly told its duty is to help. But Europe 
offers us no encouragement to help. Instead, we 
see great armies maintained by bankrupt govern- 
ments; mailed fists shaken where open hands 
should be thrust out. We see resources greedily 
held where they should be freely combined for mu- 
tual benefit. We see foolish grabbing of territory 
and foolish erection of custom walls where there 
should be pooling of strength and free exchange of 
needed commodities. 


Europe cannot survive such folly, not even if 


into the pit Europe is digging for itself. Buro- 
pean governments must face facts, must obey 
economic laws, must free the great resources of 
materials and energy now bound by stupid political 
policies. Until this is done the descent of Europe 
toward anarchy will continue. 

What Europe needs most is not American help 
but a change in its own morale, a mood of peace 
instead of the mood of war which now prevails, 
and a little plain business sense. - Schemes for 
Bagdad railways, for new balances of power and 


resources, for receive-ships of great nations, are 
foolish dreams and worse, for they obstruct the 
only way to salvation, which is by economie recon- 
struction through peace and codrdination of effort.

Diathermy is a method of sending a 
current of electricity through the tissues 


from one electric pole to another, in such | 


& way as to heat the tissues which lie in 
the track of the current. Enough heat 
can be developed in diathermic to burn 
out cancers and to kill infections. The 
next day the sinusoidal current is used. 

In injuries to joints hot packs are used. 
Direct diathermy is given for one hour 
beginning three hours after the tnjury. 

The later treatments of badly sprained 
joints, such as a knee joint, consist in 
rest, baking, support, and diathermy. 

Sprained shoulders are treated by radi- 
ant light and heat. 

Essentially the method consists in the 
use of heat and light and newer forms 
of electricity in place of rubbing, though 
rubbing is also used when they think it 
is called for.

There {ts no reason to think that the 
application of a plece of beef steak does 
any good. Leeches may help by sucking 
out some of the blood which is loose in 
the tissues and responsible for the black 
and the later blues, yellows, and greens. 

Gentle massage helps to move this 
loose blood out of the local tissues. Light 
and heat ought to be superior to beef- 
steak In preventing “black eyes.”

That means that, despite their talk of overcrowd- ' 


ing, the Japanese are not land hungry in the sense 
that the crowding millions of agricultural China 
are land hungry, or even in the sense that our 
American western pioneers were land hungry. 
They want only the garden spots for agricultural 
colonization and the,other spots for exploitation. 

If the people of a nation are clamoring for land 
on which they can build homes, rear their children, 
and win a livelihood, there is a force within them 
which cannot be suppressed. But if so, they will 
not refuse land where they can grow beef and 
beans. When they do thus refuse, it immediately 
restricts and defines their ambition. 

This accounts for Japan’s action in China, Man- 
churia, and Mongolia. They need the raw mate- 
rials available there, Very well, let them have 
those raw materials. But it should not be neces- 
gary for them to dominate the people and the gov- 
ernment of those countries to obtain such mate- 
rials. The United States buys rubber and coffee 
from the tropics. Germany buys cotton from the 
United States. England buys beef from the Argen- 
tine. Japan can buy iron and coal and other sup- 
plies from the Asiatic mainland. Let them do so. 
Let them become an industrial and commercial 


power. 


But do not let them deceive the world by crying 
for more land when they do not utilize the land 
which they have. Thus we can properly refuse 
when they seek to settle in California or Hawaii. 
Their appeal is false. They have land. They need 


only raw materials to maintain them on the land 
‘which they prefer. 


Let them acquire such mate- 
rials by the same legitimate competitive trading 
methods used by other civilized nations. If they 
eannot do so there is something wrong with their

Forests help to maintain a high water table in the 
soil, without which agriculture would be impossible. 
They prevent too rapid evaporation and help main- 
tain an even flow in rivers.

Ground waters are 
profoundly affected by forests. 

Forests regulate the temperature of the air and soil 


tc a moderate extent and spare growing crops sudden 
chills and changes that would be fatal. The crowns 
of the trees intercept the rays of the sun and the 
falling rain; they hinder the free movement of air 
‘currents and reduce radiation. They increase hu- 
midity. 

They tend to increase rainfall, 
agree, though just how much is not known. 
add to the soll fertility. 

The long roots of many trees along a river bank 
hold the soil firmly and prevent erosion, landslips, 
avalanches, and the shifting of the soil from one part 
of the country to another. Perhaps much of the land 
in the delta of the Mississippi would be in its original 
place if vast numbers of trees had not been cut from 
Mississippi banks. 

Cattle, game, and useful birds find shelter among 
the trees. Human food and recreation are found in 
the forests. The enemies of crop destroying insects 
are benefited. 

An intelligent understanding of the real forestry 
‘situation is needed by the whole country. Only from 
this can adequate legislation spring.—R. S.

FARM AN

PLANTING TULIPS OUTDOORS 
IN WINTER. 


Bome of the most beautiful flowers 
that bloom in the spring come from 
hard bulbs planted in midwinter. Tu- 
lips are among the hardy bulbs that 
may be pianted outdoors this late. This 
|flower probably gives greater eatis- 
‘faction than any of the bulbs that are 
| planted in the fall and early part of 
winter. 

Tulips, \ike many of the other spring 
flowering bulbs, do best when planted 
.in the fall. They may be planted any s 
time after the tops die in autumn if 
| the ground is not frozen hard. Freez 
,ing does not injure the bulbs of tu- 
‘lips if the bed is protected. It ts best : 
to keep the ground covered with @ a 
| Coates layer of manure where tulips 
‘are to be set. This prevents deep frees 
‘ing, enriches the soll and makes late 
planting possible. 

The Darwin and the single spring 
flowering tulips are the types best 
suited for late p'anting. The latter is 
a fairly early bloomer, coming out in 
this section about May 1. While the 
Darwin type of tulips is somewhat 
later than this, {t is especially suitable 
for planting around borders and the 
edge of shrubbery masses. 

Every gardener who has had expert 
ence in growing tulips that are set 
‘out late in the fall or early winter 
‘knows that a well drained soil that is 
rich is necessary. There is no better 
way of insuring drainage +than to 
throw a handful! of sand in the bottom 
of the hole where the tulip bulb is to be 
eet. This precaution is especially nec- 
essary where the soll is heavy. Or-
